TRAINING YOUNG STOCK. 

Lessons Tlitlt will .\«.U1 111 Itrntrnliilog 
AnlmHls Nut Itrqillred for lAbor. 

Thu training uf young stock shonld 
begin with the lirat Winter of thblr 
lives. Colts and calves should 'be bal- 
tcr^broken so they will lead kindly, 
lambs and pigs should bo taught to 
come quietly at the call to food and not 
to fight over it. Colta and calve*, how- 
ever, are the most important o( the 
young animals to betraiiiod. 

In trainini,- tlii-..i> place a halter mi 
the head an I .nie tliat will tit, ami ex- 
ercise Ilii in ilaily, not by pulling at the 
halter, but by standing just at tlie 
shoulder and tcaeldog them to gu for- 
ward by slight taps of n light whip over 
the aide faVtheat away from yon, nr^lse 
under the belly from tho sidis on whioh 
you stand, restraining them when too 
eager. 

Once they walk kindly beside you, 
tench the colt or calf to come to you, 
when standing in front, at the end of 
the halter. This is done by tapping 
tho fore legs lightly ivith the whip, 
at tho ifurd "come." If the animal 
)iulU bock restrain it, and If obatinato 
use a oavesoii bailer— one. that will 
grip the Jaw. Ih«y wiU|oon hiam that 
it is better to keep witUn the stroke 
uf Ihu whip than at the length of tint 
Ciid. 

Whenever a lesson is complied with, 
give Uic colt a t3«to of sugar and tha 
calf a lick of salt or something olae 11

•■Adjoining this linilding on Ihe 
riKhlisoiui wing, wldcii U divided 
into ci'lls, with every arrangeineni 
for comfort and security. Cell house 
.\o. 1, whicli is iinineilialeiy eoniiei l- 
ed with llie Ailniiiiisli'stioii llnildiiii: 
lias a InMitatie of Vl[i feel, is four 
fieries lilifh and lias 117 cells; No. 2, 
iVuiilIng 102 feel, has lOU ei^lls. 

"No. 2 Is built at right allele j to the 
others and runs back 148 feel, furni- 
iiiK an -tj;' this has ISil, making a to- 
tal of 41.') cells In this wing. Tho winv 
which will be built to the lel'l will 
have tho same accommodalions. t)w- 
ing to tbe lack of money il Is not be- 
ing bulil, the apace it will occupy be- 
ing enclosed by a stockade. 

"Tlie exterior of the entire struct' 
nreisof rough gray limestone, with 
dressed trimmings. Oyer the entrance 
Is sprung a masaWe arch, surmounted 
by the keys of tbe authority, with 
Ihe names of Ihe three conimlssioners 

(11. U. I.yon, W. Cai iieriter and 

Thoina») cut in Ihe stone. 

"Work was begun nearly two years 
ago by Messrs. U'Coniior & llrcwsler 
contractors, who leased tbe ronvict 
labor from tbe Bute. 1'hey had i;oi<e 
only a little way when, fluding they 
were losing money, Ihey threw op 
Ihe contract, selling llieir plant lo the 
Stale for »IO,()<Xt. The most of Ihe 
work has been done in llie past year 
by Ihe Stale lloard of Coniinlsaioncrs. 
of which Gen. H. B. Lyon • resi- 
dent active member. Tliere are now 
ahoni half a dozen mcchaniea and ll>2 
convicts employed on Ihe building, 
but owing lo the cold weather lillle 
Is being done.

liliiiiiied, lint wlien il is coni\ileted it 
will he nil ideal prison, lo which all 
lioneit Keiilnckiaiis may point with 
prldo, though they ought to deplore 
its necessity.

roiiiiil trot, cioHtiii); llie scnilnei's 
lu'ui, making' no aiuilhie sound, al- 
ihouxh lie .was pacing over a solid 
lirick pavement. 'I he fcniinel ehal- 
Iciiged, with a loud voice, "Whogoei> 
there?" The rider did not heed the 
challenge, but passed on al the same 
pace'until arriving al an abrupt, dan- 
gerous and inipassablu precipice in 
rear of the barracks, he vanished. 
I'lio sentinel proinplly called his cor- 
pursi, who Informed the Lieutanaul 
of the guard and Uio officer of the 
day.

"From an architectural Klandpoint 
It is undoubtedly the hamliioinett 
liuildlnif of its l(lnd ill Ihc country. 
It is built on a high liill, overloolting 
tbe eurroundiiig l oiinlry for miles, 
and a inagniflcciit view may be liad 
from it* tower, which will, when tiii- 
inhcd, rise to a height of ICiii feet from 
foundation*. . ' 

" riie main btilldlnfr, which Is call- 
ed the Adiiiiiiistralieii buihliiig, has 
a frontage of 11I...1H M \eiiiy-live feet, 
by about tlie same depth, from the 
centre of which riae* this imposing 
tower; in it the architects Intend put- 
ting a largo town clocl;. 'I'hli liiiild- 
ilig will contain (luarli rn for ilie au- 
thorities of IIki inHtiliilioii, iiiliriiiai y. 
arsenal, etc. This much is completed 
to the lonrlh story, being IliilBhcii at 
llie tup -hlock and «|iace," wliieli with 
ihe roii(;h linieiitoiio uf which it i" 
built, gives it the appearance of an 
ancient oaalle. - 

■■Adjoining this building on the 
right is one wing, wiiieii i« divided 
into cells, with every arrangeineni 
for comfort and security. Coll house 
No. 1, which is Immediately connect- 
ed with the Adminiatration Uuilding 
ha« a frontage of 125 feet, is four 
uleries hiL'li and has 117celh); No. 2, 
fruiiling 102 feel, has 109 cells. 

"No. 3 is linill at right angles to the 
others and runs bsrk 148 feel, form 
iiig an thin ban IS!I, making a to 
tal of 11.') cells in this wing. Thowinif 
wbicli will bo built to the left will 
have the same accommodations. Ow- 
ing to Ibo lack of money it is not lie. 
iiig built, the space it will occupy be- 
ing eii'-loKed !>>' a Hlockado. 

"TIhj exterior of the entire struct 
nre la of rough gray limestone, with 
dressed trimminirs.

"Work was begun nearly two years 
ago by Messr*. O'Connor i, Urewsler 
contractors, who leased tbe coiiviei 
labor from the State. They bad gone 
'only a little way when, finding they 
were losing money, they threw up 
the contract, selling their p^iit to the 
State for ♦10,000. The most 6t the 
work has been done in the pakl year 
by Ihe Stale Hoard of (■oininissloners. 
of wliich (ien. II. H. Lyon is a resi- 
dent active member. There are now 
about half a dozen mechanics and 1(12 
convicts employed on Ihe huihliiig. 
but owing to the cold wcalher little 
is being done. The convicts arc well 
cared (or, having plenty of good, siib- 
stantial food, well cooked, and elotlios 
of tlie regulation stripe, wliieli looli 
> cry warm. Ofcunrio sonic are in- 
clined to be rcfactoiy at times, but 
they are soon brought around and go 
on with their work as if notiiing bad 
lioppcncd. 

"Tliis institution was intended bv 
llie Leglslaluro that appropriated 
the firat money to be usad«*a nlorni- 
atory for llie younger class of con- 
victs, so as to hcparate them from 
their more liarileiied brolliers in 
crime. They can thus have an op- 
portunity to improve their condition 
by belter assoolalions than could be 
aflbrded them at l''raiiktorl. The 
institution will, ol course he Hull-siip- 
porting, as there is room within the 
Inolosuro for tho employment uf Ihe 
convict labor at such work as the 
Slate mnv direct. 

"I'lie tirsi appropriation of $1,')0,0(KI 
has been entirely expended, and the 
seooud of tll2,iKX), has a large bole 
eaten in it; but itis thoiiglit the part 
now under way will he conipleleil en- 
tirely Willi tills money. II will take, 
keveral hundred lliuuKaiid dollars to 
complete the work as it is originally 
planned, but when It is eoinpleted it 
will be an ideal i>ri«on, to which all 
hoiieil Keiilii. kians may iinini '.villi 
iirido, though they ought lu deplore 
its liecMtitf.

LijtiSGTOK, Va., Feb. 3.— Much 
excitement exMtk at the Virginia 
MlllUry lustlinte and throughout 
thl* place over an Inexplicable phe- 
nomenon.

when Hie liorse was started lliroiigh 
tlie sally-port into tlic courtyard at a 
round trot, I'roskiii;; Ihc ficiiliiicl's 
beat, making no aiiiiihlc sound, al- 
hoiigli hi^ .tvas passing over a solid 
hrick pnveniciil. 'i he sentinel chal- 
lenged, with a loud voice, "Whogoei* 
there?" 'J'iio rider did nut heed the 
liallunge, liul passed on al the same 
pace'uiilil arriving at an abrupt, dan- 
gerous and impassable precipice in 
rear of the barracks, ho vanished. 
I he -euii.u l |iiiniiplly called his cur- 
poral, wlio iiil'oriiied the Liouteuani 
of tlie guard and Uio officer of the 
lay. 

Tlif mnid wa- imnu'.liali^ly turned 
out, ami tliuiij;h a 1 luse and minute 
search was iiistiliiiecl nu trace of horse 
or rider cunhl he found. On the 
next night a siiiiihir plieiiomenun 
was witnessed by a party uf cadetk 
and oltlzoiis. This lime a sontlnil 
was stationed in tlio center 
of tlie tally-port to await tiie 
reappearance of thu burse and rider. 
Al tiio same time as on the night be- 
fore, preceded by the same louiid, 
the borso and rider appeared and 
alarted through the saliy-poi-t at a 
great'paop. The sentinel cummaud- 
od, "llaRl Who goes there?" The 
liorse approaiobed uearei' to the seutl- 
nci, until witbin twoleel of the point 
of tlio bayonet, and vanished, only lo 
ro-appear just in 11)0 rear of the sou- 
tliiel ; then be paaaedon in tbe direc- 
tion he had taken thai preceding 
niglit, again disappearitngat the edge 
ot the precipice. Au old veteran pres- 
ent raoognhMd the form of tbe 
rider If b* none other tbak that ui 
Gou. E^ouewall Jackson. 80 (iir no 
explanation can be given.

The leiitb law in some fui iii iiiiul 
have been In force Iraforo liio liinu «i' 
Moses, for Abraham ami Jaaili rec- 
ugiiized itsexisteiici . nml ilielr own 
obligation to be gniilvil by it. It U 
very probable that at an early period 
In mau'e history, God had in some 
wax Intimated hU will, tliut men 
aliould devote one scvinili ol tliclr 
time and one tenlh ol' tlicir piopeiiy 
' to' rvilgioua purpose'. It is a diolalc 
of Natural rell||ion, llial fiod as Cre- 
ator has a soverei)[ii i'i|!lit to conlrol 
men both as to ihel I' Uiiu^ uiul their 
pro|>erly, and that men oiiiflit as an 
oxpresaion of gratilnde to Uod, to 
set apart a portion of iheir time anil 
H poiliiiii of llieir piiipcrly for the 
I,iiril'.< ii-ii'. 'riii< ]iriiii ipli' would 
put the btthlialli liiw and llifl Tithf 
law on Iho same routing, and make 
them of equal aulliority, w re it nol 
for two fads wlih^h si'cni lo civp 
arpalcr force lo the .Satihiiili \xk iliaii 
to the Tithe law. Unc is lliat (ioil liaf 
fliven us n reason for dividing our 
lime by seven ; ho has given us no 
reason for dividing our property by 
ten. Still our want of knowledge on 
this point does not authori/.e us lo 
subHtltiile at our nwn|pli!a)iurc aiiolh 
cr iliviiiioii in Ihe plai'H of ten, An- 
oilier fact i« of (.'ii alcr iinporlanco in 
I'oMiparing till! Haliliath law and the 
TilliR law. The fonuor has a place in 
Ihn DeoHlogui', the latter has not 
Whalcver may he said of Otiier oom- 
inaiida of Moses, the Ten Command 
mcnts were Intended as a periuaiicnl 
code for tlie human race. 

Let us now compare the Sabballi 
law (one day out of seven for the 
I.iOrd) and tlie Tlihe law, (one^inllai 
, ontof often fortlieLord)iillhell»fhi 
' of <li« Kew TeslanMDl. The ApoHi Ic 
of Christ not only continued the prar 
tioe 0^ dividing time into .port imiH 
ofaeven days, but they mailn tliii 
division tlie basis of their u|iii<iiiii 
inenis of alms giving and pnlilii 
womliip, and unilcr their direction 
one ilay In every wck was set aparl 
for Cliristian worship and recognized 
aa the liOrd'a Day. 

As to the Tllhc law there Is a re 
markabli! •ili'iii i' In thn New Tenla- 
ment. Thr ApnslK'n are verv i lcui 
and emphatic in urging llio duly of 

SIving to tlie suvp9rt of Xlvduiait 
llafstors and to tlm necessities or the 
poor. 'I'ht'V nli-o iti'.liiii'lly in«lrnct 
that ouch Olio hlioinil ^ivo hn (ioil liaH 
prospered iiiiii ; but they oiler no in 
Mruotlon as to the proportion of one's 
Income which should be set apart for 
thia purpose. Now w hy li tbia si 
lenoe? Is it an Intiination that i 
■UMller proportion than that adopted 
by the Jews would lie satisfaetory ? 
I tiilnk not. Why should ChriatlaiiK 
(five a feoliler oxpi nssion of gratitude 
than till) pious .leivs dioorfuily gave? 
Are our toinporal blessinn anialior 
tlian tlieira? Was the ianrTof Pales- 
tien a better country than tliesc 1'nit 
od t^tntpn ? Dill Ihoso who lived In 
Ihe ilii\'i of Ditviil anil Snloiiioii on- 
joy greater domestic nml social and 
political blessings tliiiii have beei 
given to 118 who live in the l!lih nen- 
tury? In spii'llttnl hloHhiii^n how 
much nioro liiMircil are we who hear 
Ihe gospel in ilM I'lilliiess and riclinesa 
than (iioBO who could only see the 
plan of salvation by the feeble light 
which burned on the altar In the Tem- 
ple I 

Will any one say that (jod has Icsn 
need for on r property than ho had 
for that of the Jews, and that thol-o- 
fore we may ollor a Huialler propor 
lion? Olio lad alone in onoiigli to 
ahow that, if there is any dilTareiice, 
there la a greater demand upon ua 
thati there was upon them. In those 
days (ioil was not ready to spread his 
I'evoialimi Hniiiii;^ lioallicii iiiiliiinH; 
liciice the JowH were not t',\pcded lo 
use any part of Iheir propoi ly for 
lliia purpose, lint willi iin the case 
is difrerciit. Tlio roiiiiiianil tDt'liiis- 
liaiiH is "(ill tcai'li all iialioiis." .Soitii' 
of ) uu niiisl f;o ami |ii'oadi, and llir 
rest must supply tlicm with food and 
clothing wlilln lliey preach. Thus 
tlierosio cftlla for large sums of 
Vioiii y in a iliicction not iiiarkeil oiil 
In the old dispensation. Ilencelliere 
Is »V gjKMl reason why christians 
aliould adopt for tlicmselvcs a lower 
•lanilnrd of lieneviilent rontribiitions 
Ihsii dial ijiM'li III the .Ions. 

Itut the <|iicslion will force itsolf 
npoii us, if the Tithe law of the Jews 
was intended in any way to guide us 
•In delerinining wlint wo ought to 
give, why dill nol Chrisl ortheApot- 
tles put the whole matter beyond 
doubt, by just a few words lo this ef 
feel, you ought to gIveonolOlhof voiii- 
income to religions purposes. Man\ 
persons would he very v'IhiI he re- 
lieved of the dillicult task of il3ler< 
mining just liow much they onght to 
give. Ilesides, I have no aonbt thai 
the uxisicncp of such a law In tho 
New Teslanieiit woulil nisko 11 fom- 
psralively easy to keep the lx>rd's 
•trraaury full. Iflbe agenle of our

least one tenlh of Ymir incnnii' lo llie 
cause of religion ? I i.iit;^i'-i h lew 
probaiilo reasons for this silence. 

1. The ezislenca of a Tithe law in 
the New Testament might resder us 
more solilous about the amount than 
ahiiiit the spirit of our cniilrllnilions. 
The cry of liuman nature Is "what 
good ihing shall I do that I may in- 
herit eternal life ?" Give me any ex- 
lonial duties to perform, and I will 
gladly iierloriu them even at a great 
sacrillce. A clearly stated tiihe law 
in the New Tostument woiiM play 
into Ihe hands of Ihoso wlio are striv- 
ing to save Iheiiisdvcs In ih'.ir own 
righteousness. .Mtiliiiinli-s woiilil.in 
Ihis spirit, go up to the house ofCioil, 
every Sunday, with llteiflUthe oH'ur- 
liigs, saying '(jod I lliiiik Thee thai I 
am not us other iiion, or even as iIium' 
stingy men around me. I i.'lvoiiilic- 
of all that I possess,' irmler llio cov- 
er of the tithe law, Iliey would go 
downto their houses Jiislilled in Iheir 
own estimallon, foelmg lltat thfy liad 
a conscience void of ofBii^,'l4|Ward 
(jod ami towards men. 

It is true lliul a liilie law ought nol 
to he held rcsponsihlu lor such a per- 
verse intorpi'ulation of lis incaiiing, 
but even this danger hts beeu antici- 
pated' and Ihe Ixtra has by hit silence 
on this point left IIS witiiniit any ex- 
cuse for such an exhibition uf self 
righleousncss and by his declaration 
tiiat tlie LonI lovetli a cheerful giver 
»'hu gives voliinlarily and not of ne- 
oessily, ho has doarly iniii;lii m iliat 
a tillie or any other pi'iiportiiiii nl uiir 
properly oireiod as the purchase inoiicy 
iriMu salvation is abomination in his 
sigiil. lialhcr would he senilis treas- 
ury fuievor empty lliaii tilled with 
cosily gills of sull'-riKlilcousiioss 
Shall we withhold our tithes ihen? 
No, no, but let them eome timpiy as 
a thank oObrlng, and not as i sub- 
slilute for the hlood nll'i'ring nhlch 
alone can procure find's favor. 

2. A rigid enforcement of a titlie 
law In Christian clinrches might ho 
attended witli undue hard>liips in 
some esses. 'I'he spirit ofCliri-iiani- 
ly is '[ will iiavc iiionoy anil mil suc- 
rillco.' Tho tithe law is nut a severe 
one. Whan tlia Lord fives ua ,len 
dollars, and we oae nine of Iheiu for 
our own enjoyment, and only one for 
religious purposes, ilial one is hut a 
small expression of what is due from 
us to our Denefaclor; it la but a email 
I'lmtrlbullon to the noblest of all 
ptirposes. But no defliiite tnw as to 
our religious gifts can work with 
cipialily in all cases. Ilrollier A. has 
an income of 11000 a i-ear 
ilerived from rents without any per- 
sonal Inlior on his part. Brother II 
has an iiicniiio of $1000 as the n-stili 
of severe labor. |IUO from etch ol 
these men woald not lie an equal ex- 
preatloa of their individual taoriflees 
Krjther C. and Ilroiher D, receive 
equal wages. C- has no family ; I> 
has a Urge and growing family that 
are demanding more than' he is able 
to obtain from Ids most diligont ef- 
forts. A litlic frimi ('. woiilil moan 
I be loss of mil ;i i-oiiil'i III mil' a luxury. 
A tithe from l;. would mean the los- 
<>f many eomforls and iuzurlet, per- 
haps even to the point of tnlTcrlng 
N'nt a word In tlie New Teslameiil 
puis It in tlie potver of Tope, Priest, 
or church to say to I): "If yon are 
not as ready as C. to.bringyour tithes, 
the Lord will not regard you with 
lavor." 

;i. 'I'lio existonco of « iir:ic law 
might lead many to believe llial Iheir 
obligation to give to the eaiise of 
Christ is limited to the tenth of their 
properly. liuttlie foundaiion princi- 
ple or Cliri,tian ilberalily is ''Ve are 
not your own." The Apostles Of Chrisi 
forsook sll and tollowed him. 'thry 
did not ofl'er one Itnth oftlMlrllthek 
ami I'olaiii iiiiio tonlhs fi>r (lieir own 
oiijoymcni. Tlioy trrivo up all llioir 
iiioniis oniveliliooil ami alt Iheir pros- 
lii'i'ts of future wenllh .and devoted 
ilioir lime and energy to Ibo service 
iii riiri-i. oiniiiritit,' iKii'il-liip-i anil pt'i- 
\']|ii<iti-i <'niii|i!ii i>il Willi u tiirti llioiif- 
loi ill); iita tilhe would iiavc liecn very 
iiisigiiiflcant. 8uppo<e llic cliurch at 
.lcrii>sleiii had leariicd on iheir or- 
1,'aiiizalioii that they woiihl heexped- 
I'll to conform ri^jiifly to a lillie law. 
Uicli men like llarnabas would 
have hroiight their tUbet, and 
blieerl'ullv laid lliom at (fie Apostles' 
fed for llie hcndil ot Ihe church ; 
mill wlii'ii oatloii ii|inii till- furl lior 
oonlrihulioiiH Ihoy would have said, 
"I have done niy full duly and need 
do nothing more. I.*t otiicrs do llieir 
lull duty and all will he woll." Ilnl 
H wilier souse of icsponsihilil y lilleil 
Iheir miiiils and liourls. Tlni only 
liiiiit it tiviiig, Iliey knew wa«''\Vh«l 
diK's (ioil in his jiroviiicnee require 
of nni? Tlial will I do if it In lniis mo 
to beggary.'' Ilciico Ihoy solil Ihoir 
possuKsioiis ami, for llie time hciiig, 
made a common purse from tvliinh all 
Ihn disciples both rich and poor 
miKliI ohtalii Iheir supplies. 

We mo under as iiiiicli obllgatlnii 
III coiisecralo all our properly to the 
•ervloB ofChrlst as were theearly 
disciples. The Ijord may not sty to 
many ofiis, '(io sell all llial lliiiii iiasl 
Slid give It, tlio poor' lint wo snrreii- 
dered lo lilni ail our property and all 
our talents when we (urreiiiiareiA 
our hearts, and we must hold onr- 
selves resdy to answer cvi ry call he 
inav make upon us without regard 
In llie limit of a titlio-law. 

if the reasons which I have sug- 
i.'eeied are the true one for liieiilenoe 
of the New Testament about siiilo 
law, I think we may safely adopt ilie 
following principles, in making our 
contribulions to the cause of Christ. 

I. We oiiglit not to be ssllsfled 
with giving lees than Ihe pslriarchs 
anil otiier pious men of old did, un- 
less lliurp is something In our pecu- 
liar clixumstances that will authorize 
lo claim exemption with a good 
coiiscionce. 

Since we holdallour pi'o|iorly 
simply ss Ihe lyird's stowsrils, onr 
loiislant aim should bn, to make the 
riorv ofOod siid not our sellisli gral- 
tii'iiiiiiii I ti(> hltrJirst riilo of all onr 
■xpciiililiiri's. 'I'liiN pt'im'ijilo will 
liMililli'ss eiiiiipi'l iiiiiny of us ofleii lo 
Ifo lieyomi a llllie ill our glfti to the 
Lord. 

If any (lersou is disposed to 
lake iidvaiilsge of llio uiisoiiee of a 
lillie-law in Iho Now Teslameiil and 
make his conlrilMilions as small as a 
regard for his ropiilalloti will allow, 
h« may very seridiisly ipinstlon 
whether he has an \ lovo for ('hrlst 
or any Interest In his eaiiHe.

So succeetful have these men been 
in securing buolness and rotaininu 
llio conHdeiico of their oinploycrs, 
both publislicrs and ■dvertis«r,^'tliai 
In several tntlane^a '4lii>y ' hav*a •In 
ounies ranging from a thousand dot 
I irs a inoiiil) upwards; and have a,- 
I'liiiiiilaU'it, ill a compaialivoty lew 
tears, lorluiios wliicli make Ihoin the 
envy of ilieir belter known and moi-e 
pi-clenlioiiH coinnelitors — the regular- 
ly-eslnli'islieil iij;om ies who assiime 
lo reprt sent all JoiiniaU. Several ul 
these successful special ageiils liave 
found tliemaelvos able tu reproseni 
in a satisfactory manner, more than 
one journal. .Soim iinies moro ilian 
one in Ihe same ctiy, a>,, l',>r iiisianeo 
one morning and one of evening is- 
sue, or one of each proiiiinonl pnliii 
oal party. More than one i;iios larlh- 
er and is s|iei ialiv oiii]Hiwi'ieii III 
ropii'seiil lino 111' ijime jinirnaN iiriiii- 
pui lum o in Iriiiii two lo a dozen dif- 
leroiit l ilies of consequence.' Thej 
ii'iiil III liceome more and more like 
Iho ohier o*.lsliii,.hed sifoiK'tos wliioh 
I'laiiii lo represetii ail ii,-\v-iiaiiei'-. 
The radical diQ'ureiieo lieiiig tlisi 
these sjieclal agents are tiie servants 
of the puhlisliers they rcpreaeiil, and 
and work lor Ihein, n colving iheir 
salaries. from ilioin. \iliile ilie selienie 
"flho Ociieral Advertising Agi iicj 
is ihat tho agent seeks the aihunlsffV 
of Iho advertiser, ha being iliooiii 
I'roiii whom lli» agents gels the mon- 
ey, and whose conlldciiee it is inisl 
Important for him tn retain. 

Tiiere exist iu tlic varleua Stale* ol 
of the I'liion wliat are known at Ed- 
ilorial Associations, under iheaii- 
spli'os of whIoW ihei« are aiiniiHl ami 
oilier meeliiig'of the piihllsliers, edi- 
lors, owuan, tlia bHaineee nianagerl 
iif the newspapcrofnoeaorihe mates 
riiimiiient among Ihe siilijeet dis- 
rii-ieil in liiOHC eon veiil iuiiF. is ilinl ot 
an sgeiicy in llie city of New 'i'ork, 
which tiia)l a|ieoiaIly represent ihoir 
iiileretts au'il bring (heni before ad- 
verti'ci's lo the liont ailvHiilage. The 
sgencies wliieli oxii-l lor Ihe pur|M»e 
evidenlly fail tii give entire sailfac- 
lioii. They are sumetliiie* accused 
of exacluig enormous prices from ail- 
vorlisi-rs and placing llie adverli-^o- 

lllelil., Sll i.ei liri'<l, Willi tlio liows|in- 

pers at iiierely iioiiiiiial li^fmes. reap, 
ing liarvosi for llieiii»elvos, far lie 
yond unylliing Iliey oii^iil lo reoelve, 
and again tlioy aio charged w ith -e 
curing spai;,, iiy coniplicalcil ami i iiii- 
iiliig ilovicos, and avoiding paymeiil 
hy lecliiiical objections, 'I'lie project 
of eslahiishiiig an agency wliicli sliall 
owe Its rxisioiieo to appnintmciit hy 
the iroiivoiiliiiii aiiil inniluds 
alfairs in accordance vvilh ils instruc- 
lions, is very often talked of and ear- 
nestly considered. Such an agency 
• lioiild exist ill every State; or, hot. 
ler still, he made a national alfui 
Says one piihlislior of an liitliienlial 
journal. "It is liigh lime," lie con 
lliiiies, that there were agena|as es 
lahiisliod thai shoiihl repreaebt the 
piiiilislipr, and deal fairly and honor- 
shly by tho advertiser." 

Tlie quetlion of extending credit to 
an ailrertlaer is one that is always 
lolt lo Ihe discretion of the special 
ageiil. lie may extend it wherever 
he liiiiiks ii wise to do so and 11 a 
loss Is made lie la not lield responsi- 
hla, whilst if the order onines from a 
general agency the flnaiicial standing 
of Ihe advorllscrneed not Iw iiiqiili cd 
into, fur Ihe agency pays in any 
event. Probably iliiaiallie strong- 
est vantage ground of the special 
ageiil, for as advertising space la a 
coniniodily which goes lo waste if 
not usoil, a publisher does not so 
much iiiiud a lost retulling from ah 
occasional failure; but to thn estab- 
lished General Advertising Agency 
Ibis ooeasional loss Is serious ; as one 
such, having to be made good i>y 
hini, uses up the net pmflt on many 
similar orderi fVomgoodmen whodo 
pay. 

These special sgencies Increase In 
numlmr and are apparently tuccest- 
fnl. 'I'he general agem los do not In- 
crease in nuuiher, and Ihe aiiioiint of 
hiKinett done by them does not grow 
in proportion to the growth of the 
press and of adverllsing. There will 
I'linie a time when Ihe biisliiesa will 
adjust itself ami smiio approach will 
he made toward sotllinir tlie piiz/.liiig 
qiisstlont which must he ilisposeil of 
lieforo (ho National Agency for Hie 
IH'ess of the tislioii shall exist hi New 
\ "i'l\i tlie naliims iiidropolis.
